Board of Public Works employ- 
ees this morning started construct- 
ing small filters in the brooks 
which empty into Haggetts pond 
in an endeavor to keep Andover’s 
water supply as bacteria-free as 
possible, Earlier in the week it was 
decided to forbid boating and fish- 
ing at the pond, and owners of 
boats have been notified to remove 
them from the pond by the begin- 
ning of next week. Large signs 
have been erected ‘forbidding boat- 
ing, fishing and bathing. The police 
department has put up signs to 
prevent parking on the section of 
Lowell street adjacent to the pond 
and on Haggetts pond road. 

The first filter will be installed 
where a small ‘brook crosses under 
Haggetts pond road near Lowell 
street. A dry wall is being erected 
and on the pond side of the wall 
about ten feet of fine sand will be 
dumped in to filter the water, The 
same thing will be done on several 
other small streams around the 
pond, 

This morning Secretary Frank- 
lin H, Stacey of the board of health 
stated that he expected a state rep- 
resentative either today or tomor- 
row to make a further check on 
the sanitary arrangements of some 
of the camps and also to check 
some of the tributaries, He re-

Welfare Costs 
Drop One--Third 


Under Last Year’s 


A drop of 33 percent in public 
welfare expenses has taken place 
in Andover for the first seven 
months of the year, welfare agent 
Arthur W. Cole announced yester- 
day. Last year through July 
$18,000 odd had been spent, while 
for the same period this year a lit- 
tle over $12,000 had been paid out, 
$5963 less than in 1938. 

Unless something unforeseen 
happens, no transfers will be neces- 
sary as was the case last year, In 
1938 $29,000 was spent, whereas 
the appropriation this year was 
$23,000. Therefore, if the welfare 
situation is no worse for the bal- 
ance of the year than it was for 


' the last five months of 1938, the 


department will live within its ap- 
propriation. 

The Shawsheen Mills are at 
present unusually active, and the 
payroll compares most favorably 
with pre-1929 years.

Further credit was gained for 
Andover Post by its work on high- 
way safety, especially in connec- 
tion with new safety signs erected 
this year, and the work of the 
schoolboy patrol. The _ training 
given the boys of the Sons of the 
American Legion has also assisted 
in this work, and has given the 
boys, who now make up one of the 
largest squadrons in the state, 
valuable information in many lines. 

The quietly conducted charitable 
activities of the Post and its 
Ladics Auxiliary, which are never 
published in any way, were given 
to the State Committee and added 
more points to Andover’s score. 
Many special opportunities come 
to the Post to offer quick aid in 
many cases, not only to veterans 
and their families, but to other 
citizens of Andover. One of the 
most unusual of these was the ob- 
taining of a goat for a sick child 
who needed this special milk. The 
Post’s service officers for many 
years have had close connection 
with the town authorities in veter- 
an cases, and the files of the Post, 
covering the entire period since 
the war, are extremely valuable 
to many of the town departments. 

The veterans service work of 
the Post has never been confined 
to members of the Post, or even 
to veterans of the World War 
alone. During the past year, barely 
one half of the cases handled were 
for Post members; the rest in- 
cluded not only American veterans, 
but representatives of four other 
nationalities. The welfare corres- 
pondence has covered not only 
most of the United States, but also 
London, Ottawa, Paris and Con- 
stantinople.

water, it gave a pretty good basis 
for a feeling that Andover’s house- 
hold faucets were pouring forth 
countless 


around the corner. 

It seems however that the cor- 
ner is something like that other 
corner we've been trying to get 


around since 1929. The state de- | 


partment on Monday wrote an- 
other letter, and this time it re- 
peated what is undoubtedly true: 
that there is bacteria in the pond. 
The worst condition is in a little 
branch pond near the Sargent 
camp, and there are other places 
in the tributaries which showed 
bacteria. Of seemingly no impor- 
tance in the first letter and of 
secondary importance in the 
second was the statement that the 
water near the intake at the pump- 
ing station contained but few bae- 
teria and a sample taken at the 
faucet in the station after chlorina- 
tion showed that the water was 
free from bacteria characteristic 
of pol'ution and safe for drinking, 

Despite this, the state depart- 
ment still concluded its letter by 
Saying that the water should be 
filtered, and one of the state en- 
gineers at the meeting Monday 
night said that some day a law 
would be passed making filtration 
necessary on all such water sup- 
plies.
